One often reads in the new'spapers of some auto-

mobile accident where the driver, after knocking 
people over with serious and perhaps fatal results, 
will disappear from the scene of action as soon as he 
discovers what has happened. 
Drivers who could be capable of such an act of 
meanness should reflect that they can expect far 
more severe treatment if they are discoverd, than 
if they stay by the scene of their accident, and do 
their best to repair the damage they have done. 
The viivt of a judge or jury as to what should be 
done with anyone who has caused a serious accident, 
will be largely influenced by the actions of the party 
after the mishap happened Those who assume re­ 
sponsibility for what they have done, and endeavor 
to give all possible aid to the person or people in­ 
jured, will be far more likely to be exonerated by 
the courts, or to have mitigating circumstances con­ 
sidered. 
The hit and run drivers also need not think there 
is any great chance of their getting away. An acci­ 
dent attracts attention instantly. The chances are 
very strong that someone in the vicinity will notice 
the number of the fleeing car and report it to the 
police. Then the man who like a coward and sneak 
wilfully runs aw'ay from wnat he has done, wdil fare 
very hard if fie did any serious damage, or if he 
was wholly or partly to blame. 
No on will have any sympathy for the driver who 
causes an accident and thus wilfully runs away with­ 
out offering help. Every plea that he puts up wdil be 
laughed at. The statements that he makes are not 
likely to be accepted. If people want to escape as 
lightly as they can from the results of an accident, 
the healthiest thing for them to do is to stop in­ 
stantly, and at once report the affair to the police. 
It never pays to try to conceal things.
